GOVERNMENT WANTS ITS 
AUTOS STANDARDIZED 


Special from A. D. N, Washingten Bureau 
Washington, Aug. 31.—The pos- 
sibility of standardizing motor ve- 
hicles for use by the Federal gov- 
ernment is receiving consideration 
at the hands of a preliminary tech- 
nical committee of the Federal 
Specifications Bureau. 

Announcement of the inquiry is 
contained in the board’s annual re- 
port, which is signed by George K. 
Burgess, director of the United 
States Bureau of Standards, as 
ehairman of the board. 

The committee was instructed to 
study the question of motor vehi- 
cle standardization from the stand- 
point of saving in replacement and 
repair as well as the utilitarian 
possibilities of a standard machine 
being used by every branch of the 
government.

Klein Discusses Present

ports has been effective in keep- 
ing off the market a certain im- 
portant amount of crude rubber 
each month. The total amount 
thus withheld is generally placed 
at 150,000 tons or more; the price 
of crude rubber has_ therefore 
never been absolutely free to cor- 
respond to economic laws of sup- 
ply and demand; it has always 


been affected by the artificially 
restricted supply. Since 1922, 
British restriction has changed 


from a policy heralded as neces- 
sary to tide over a period of eco- 
nomic distress to a policy of con- 
tinued restriction in a time of ex- 
orbitant prices, with a disregard of 
consumers’ welfare. 

Only such an assumption can ex- 
plain the failure of the restriction 
authorities to take steps to keep 
the price down last year, or their 
action in increasing the pivot price 


ef restriction during the present - 


year. 
Contrast the utterance of the 
chairman of the Rubber Share- 
holders’ Association (British) in 
May, 1922, with the statement of 
the British home _ secretary in 
March, 1925, and the change in 
the British viewpoint is obvious. 
The May, 1922, statement was made | 
before a meeting of the association 


called for the express purpose of | 


adopting a resolution in favor of 
the restriction scheme and was as 
follows: ‘‘We may dismiss from our 
mind any fantastic picture of 
planters, backed by the action of 
their respective governments, re- 
ducing output to an extent that 
would enable them to extort pro- 
hibitive prices from American 
manufacturers. It would be fool- 
ish to suppose that the planting in- 
dustry could be permanently bene- 
fited by any attempt to ‘squeeze’ 
the Americans—even if we had the 
power to do so.” In addressing the 
Institution of the Rubber Industry 
(British), March 8, 1926, the gov- 


ernment spokesman, Sir William 
Joynson Hicks, secretary of state 
for home affairs, said: “We made 


the rubber growing industry. We 
the interest of ourselves for that 
have the right te do our best in 
industry. Other nations had the 
same opportunity as we had to de- 
velop these great rubber planta- 
tions, but they failed to do so be- 


cause they had no imagination, 
insight and courage to do what 


Britain has done.” 





DISREGARD SHOWN FOR 
CONSUMERS’ INTERESTS 











The following quotation from the 
editorial columns of the Malayan 
Tin and Rubber Journal of Febru- 
ary 28, 1926, is typical of the utter 


disregard of consumers’ interests 
now common among rubber 
planters:— 

“One shilling and 6 pence 


(36c.) has been spoken of, and is 
implied in the Stevenson scheme 
as an ‘economic’ (and so, fair) 
price for rubber. * * * Are 
we then deliberately to drive the 
price of rubber down to 1s. 64d. 
and give over twenty millions a 
month to the buyer of rubber? 
It would be utter folly to de it. 


* * * Our American friends 
are threatening to grow their 


own rubber. The time for us to 
consider the selling of our rubber 
at an ‘economical price’ will 
come, perhaps, when these Amer- 
ican plantations are in full swing. 
* * * Meantime, we repeat 
that we in Malaya, and our plant- 
ing friends in Ceylon, have abso- 
lutely no call to consider the in- 
terests of the American users of 
crude rubber.” 


The application of restriction ana 





published comprehensive reports on 
rubber production throughout the 
world, analyzing possibilities for 
developing rubber plantations. 
Some American interests have en- 
gaged in production of crude rub- 
ber, while others have’ extended 
existing plantations. 


Thus far, America has not 
entered into rubber production 
on a large scale in countries not 
subject to restriction, but this 
was not to be immediately ex- 
pected. Despite twenty-one years 
of constantly increasing develop- 
ment in empire cotton produc- 
tion, the British are still de- 
pendent on American supplies. A 
start in rubber growing has been 
made by Americans; the desira- 
bility and even necessity for 
such action continues to exist; 
the official attitude of encour- 
agement for such enterprises is 
unchanged, and it rests with 
American capital interests to do 
whatever may be done along 
this line. 








HIGH PRICED RUBBER 
STOCKS STILL PROBLEM 











| In the recent past, rubber manu- 


facturers in America have been 
| dealing with the problem of dis- 
| posing of large inventories. of rub- 
| ber imported at high prices, while 
jat the same time users of rubber 
products were curtailing purchases 
jin the hope of price declines and

Texas Commission 
Wants Legislative 
Action on Bus Lines 


Austin, Tex., Aug. 31.—The 
Texas Rallroad Commission will 
not promulgate any rates for 
motorbus transportation and 
truck freight or express charges, 
according to a .decision just 
reached, until after the adjourn- 
ment of the next regular session 
of the Texas Legislature, which 
will convene in January, 1927. 

For several months the commiis- 
sion has been gathering data on 
which to base schedules of motor+ 
bus and truck rates, in which it 
has had the co-operation of the 
bus and truck owners, but aetion 
will be delayed. to secure what are 
regarded as necessary amendments 


to the transportation laws of 
Texas. 
The. law declares that motor 


trucks .6ribuses that carry freight 
and passengers for hire shall be 
deemed common carriers, provided 
such motor buses or trucks travel 
over regular routes and on a 
schedule, but does not specifically 
place jurisdiction for their control 
with the commission. The attorney 
general’s department has held that 
since such motor buses and trucks 
were declared common carriers, it 
became the duty. of the railroad 
commission to enforce the law. 
The commission wants the law 
amended to authorize specific en- 
forcement and to apply to all 
trucks and buses regardless of 
whether they “travel over a regular 
route and on a specific schedule.” 

There are now approximately 
3,000 motor buses and trucks in 
the state that carry passengers or 
packages for hire.

Both Star 
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Truck Production 


N the recently announced production figures for motor 
truck manufacturers for the first six months of 1926 
ere is considerable cause for jubilation. Excluding the 
Ford output, which is not available at this time, the figures 
show a gain of 70 per cent. over those for the first half of 
1925. The exact total of motor trucks produced over the 
period in question was 174,935 and during the same months 
in 1925 the total was 102,700. 

It is likely that the rate, or very close to it, will be main- 
tained during the final six months ef the year. This would 
mean a total for the yeat of approximately 300,000 trucks. 
In 1925 the total production of trucks, including Fords, was 
485,000. In order to beat this record Ford’s production 
for the current year would have to be only about 185,000 
trucks. There is little question that the Ford company will 
surpass this. 


Eggs in 1 One Basket 


R. H. S. KELLERMAN, associate chief of the Bufeau 

of Plant Industry at Washington, recently pointed out 
a condition that exists in the business of rubber cultivation, 
which is a dangerous one. At the present time practically 
all our supply of crude rubber comes to us from the East 
Indies, prineipally from British colonies. The sudden ap- 
pearance of an insect or fungus pest attacking the rubber 
trees would herald a world calamity. With rubber produc- 
tion concentrated as it is, a destructive pest might cut the 
world supply to a tenth of its normal proportions, or even 
wipe it out completely. 

Lest this be considered a vague nightmare, we may cite 
the chestnut blight which appeared some years ago and 
practically wiped out the chestnut trees of the eastern 
United States. Not many years ago the elm trees in New 
England were attacked by a pest, and it looked for a while 
as if this stately tree were to be entirely obliterated. The 
doll weevil made a sudden appearance a good many years 
ago, and it leoked as if cotton growing in America were at 
an end. All these pests are caught eventually by the scien- 
tists of the government departments, but while they last 
they may well paralyze an industry which depends upon a 
particular tree or plant for its raw materials. 

Dr. Kellerman suggests as the obvious remedy for the 
dangerous condition of concentration which now exists in 
rubber cultivation, that we scatter our rubber growing 
areas. In this way even if a deadly pest appeared in the 
East Indies there would be hope of escape for rubber plan- 
tation stations in the Philippines, or in Mexico, or in South 
America, or in Australia. This is another good reason for 
getting rubber under cultivation in various parts of our con- 
tinent and possessions.

CHEMISTRY AIDS 
FUEL ECONOMY 


Claim Tetraethyl Gas 
And Pyrogenetic Crack- 
ing as Chemical Vic- 
tories 


New York City, Aug. 31.—F rank 
A. Howard, president of the Stan- 
dard Development Company, New 
York, and manager Df the devel- 
opment of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, in a state- 
ment describing fifty years in the 
petroleum industry, which was 
made public recently by the Amer- 
ican Chemica! Society, stresses the 
advantages of chemical research in 
petrolevwm fields which has been 
made possible by the establishment 
by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., of a 
$250,000 fund te carry the work 
of research forward.

AUTOS SHOW GAIN 


Rise for Both United 
States and Canada 
Is 9% Over June 


(Continued from page one) 


July, on the other hand, decreased 
from the June figures, there being 
2,641 passenger cars and 1,517 
trucks exported from Canada dur- 
ing’ the month under survey, as 
compared with 2,979 passenger 
ears and 1,562 trucks shipped 
abroad during the preceding 
menth. 

Considering the combined 
United States and Canadian ex- 
ports, there was an export in- 
crease of approximately 9 r 
cent. in July, as compared with 
the month before. 

Production of United States auto- 
mobile factories declined during 
July, there being 355,454 units pro- 
duced, or 28,198 fewer than dur- 
ing June, 1926, and 33,555 less 
than during July, 1925, when pro- 
duction totaled 389,009 units. 

This trend, which increases the 
ratio of exports to production, 
bears proof of the fact that the 
export market for automobiles is 
in a healhy condition. The pro- 
duction decline is caused to some 
extent by the model changes now 
being made, especially of cars in 
the medium-priced group. 

Australia, with receipts of 2,811 
cars in July, became the leading 
market for United States passenger 
ears in the place of Canada, which 
led during June. British South 
Africa became third as a market 
for passenger cars with imports 
amounting to 1,540, while Brazil 
supplanted Australia as the first 

market for trucks and buses, taking 
1,320 units in July, as compared 
with Australia’s imports of 1,022 
units. 

According to returns riow at 
hand, which constitute those from 
the same number of plants for 
which figures were available to 
make up the June figure of 15,431 
passenger cars and trucks assem- 
bled in American plants abroad, 
there were only 12,299 such vehi- 
cles assembled during July. 

Both of these figures are sub- 
ject to slight revision, but their 
respective positions in relation to 
each other will remain practically 
the same. United States exports 
of parts for assembly gained during 
the month of July, amounting to 
$8,159,831 in that month, as com- 
pared with $6,789,257 in June.

ARTIFICIAL LEATHER 
OUTPUT 22% GREATER 


Washington, Aug. 3:.—An_ in- 
crease of 22 per cent. over 1923 
is reported in the sales of artifi- 
cial leather in 1925, according to 
the latest biennial census of man- 
ufactures. 

Manufacturers of artificial 
leather, who sell 60 per cent. of 
their product to the automotive 
industry, reported that sales last 
year amounted to $40,931,682. Of 
this amount $30,673,444 was con- 
tributed pyroxylin-coated artificial 
leather. Of the eighteen estab- 
lishments reporting for last year, 
seven were located in New Jersey, 
five in Massachusetts and the re- 
maining six in other states.
